THE HOP.TICULTURAL BOARD APPOINT­ 
MENTS, AND THE CASE OF BCGGS. 


In another column we print a le tte r from 
a Btalwart D em ocrat, criticising th e course 
of this journal regarding th e appointm ent 
of the now State B eard of H orticulture 
and the election of Mr. Boggs as Inspector of 
F ru it Pests. 
The letter constitutes its own 
best answer. 
The plea m ade for party it 
is n ot necessary to notice,. 
The value 
of party organization when not used to 
oppress and corrupt needs no considera­ 
tion. 
B ut we may add th a t th e w riter of 
th e letter, whose w arm th we can pardon, 
n o t only misconceives the purposes of the 
■criticism of this journal, bu t m isjudges 
th e R ecord U niox in other respects, for 
it had iu view no caudidate for the office 
of Inepector, and no candidates for mem­ 
bership on the Commission. 
I t neither 
suggested nor desired any particular ap­ 
pointm ent, and had no knowledge of the 
appointees until their commissions issued. 
I t has cared nothing in th e past, 3nd cares 
n o thing new for the political belief or 
p a rty affiliations cf any member or offi­ 
cer. 
I t has not impugned the m otives of 
G overnor Stonem an, and would not have 
com m ended the selection of an 
incom ­ 
p e te n t Inspector bad he been a Republican. 
I t is perhaps hardly necessary to say 
th is m uch to taose who are fam iliar w ith 
th e a ttitu d e of the R f.cord-U nion in the 
p ast on all sim ilar subjects. 
If political 
issues have been dragged into this scan­ 
dalous affair it is the rceult of the unwise 
action of the Executive, aud the case w ith 
w hich he has been bent to th e wishes of a 
m ere political hireling—a log-rolling office- 
seeker, anxious for rew ards ill earned. 
In 
becom ing the pliant tool of a confessed and 
-sihcmelesa lobbyist for self-interest the 
G overnor m anifested incapacity to resist 
th e influences of th a t m ost prolific source 
of all official corruption—office-seeking. 
H e has given official sanction to the acts of 
othera prom oted by party and selfish ir- 
tcrests, and not for the public good. 
O ut 
of such a policy of patronage spring the 
intrigues, bargains and sales th at consti­ 
tu te the chief reproaches to a popular form 
of governm ent. 
T his whole business about the ho rti­ 
cu ltu ral appointm ents is sham eful in the 
extrem e, and reflects no credit upon any 
concerncd i n ' it. 
T h at the G overnor’s 
original intention, m anifest in appointing 
th e Board he a t first named, was to eschew 
politics and select a body wisely calculated 
to advance the horticultural interests of the 
S tate, 
is u nquestioned; but he subse­ 
q u en tly yielded to party dem and and 
place-hunting im portunity and the greed 
of one who busied him self in the halls of 
legislation to secare the passage of a horti­ 
cu ltu ral bill w ith the sole purpose of feath­ 
erin g his own nest. 
T his is unfortunate, b u t it is th e exact 
tru th . 
W . M. Boggs, devoid of th a t self­ 
respect and m odesty w hich accompanies 
genuine sensibility, tro tte d abont the lob­ 
bies of th e houses begging th e signatures 
o f Senators and R epresentatives to a peti- 
. tion for his appointm ent under a law as 
y e t no t passed, and w hich be was asking 
th e Legislature to enact for his special 
selfish and unw orthy ends. 
T h at the bill 
w as a good one, and had been presented 
a n d explained by others, adds to the 
effrontery of Boggs. 
In this Ehameless 
lobbying for Belf, he secured the signature 
to his petition of th e Governor him self— 
to a petition in favor of Boggs’ advance­ 
m en t by a Board he, th e G overnor, was to 
ap point. 
T his act on th e p art of the E x­ 
ecutive was an im propriety, to use no 
h arsh er term , th a t is beyond all question, 
an d has aw akened universal surprise and 


denunciation. 
I t has already been show n th a t for this 


position of Inspector Boggs is wholly unfit. 
B a t he was elected by a Board m ainly 
chosen in his interest, though some of the 
m em bers m ay have been unaw are of the 
base uses to w hich th eir names w ere being 
prostituted. 
H e voted for himself, and on 
objection to irregularity being taken, he 
declared him self legally elected. 
To this 
sam ple of unblushing effrontery and im ­ 
m odesty history is j e t tc fam ish a parallel. 
The Board originally selected b y the 
G overnor consisted of 
M essrs. Coronel, 
Cooper, H ill, H atch, W ilson, W est, Chapin, 
G illet and Dvrinelle. 
A s finally consti­ 
tu te d it was made up of M essrs. Coronel, 
Cooper, Vallejo, 
Boggs, W ilson, 
W est, 
Chapin, G illet and K im ball. 
Boggs dis­ 
covered th a t the Board, as a t firet named, 
w ould no t be favorable to his am bition. 
A s he himself says in the N apa Register, 
he found th a t the Governor bad “ over­ 
looked ” his petition, and had “ appointed 
a m ajority 
of 
R epublicans,” 
selecting 
“ moat of the old B oard.” 
T his discovery 
he m ade one evefiing on arriving in Sacra­ 
m ento in th e interest of his candidacy for 
th e Inspectorship. 
The n ext m orning the 
original 
appointm ents 
were 
published. 
M r. Boggs im m ediately w ent to th e Capi­ 
tol, and th a t day the list was overhauled 
and the 
appointm ents rearranged— pre­ 
sum ably to suit Mr. Boggs. 
W e refrain 
from lifting the curtain upon w hat occurred 
in the G overnor’s cffice, b u t M r. Boggs 
was requested by th e G overnor and his 
Secretary to call the new Board together, 
and this he did w ith such unseem ly haste 
th at no opportunity was afforded M r. Cooper 
to attend, aud M r. W est, outraged bjT the 
proceeding, sent in his indignant resigna­ 
tion. 


Mr. Coronel was retained. 
H e voted 
for M r. Boggs, whom he did not know, for 
Inspector, as he stated in open Board, be­ 
cause he was recom mended by G overnor 
Stonem an. 
M r. Cooper was retained, bu t 
was absent for reasons already stated. 
There had been suggested to th e G overnor 
for th e Sacram ento d istrict th e nam es of 
It. I). Stephens, a prom inent fruit-grow er, 
a Dem ocrat, and H . C. W ilson, a Dem o­ 
crat also, and well know n in agriculture. 
M r. W ilson was appointed, and voted for 
Boggs. 
Some 
tim e before M r. 
Boggs 
handed a le tte r to a prom inent D em ocrat, 
to deliver to Governor Stonem an, request­ 
ing the appointm ent of M r. W ilson, aud 
adding as a postscript, “ H e will vote for 
m e.” 
Felix G illet, 
a Dem ocrat, 
voted 
against Boggs, aud has resigned because of 


Boggs’ unfitness and the farcical proceed­ 
ings by w hich he was elevated to office. 
The commissions originally m ade for C. H . 
D w inelle, of th e S tate U niversity, and A. 
T. H atch, a large fruit-grow er of Solano, 
were cancelled, neither having resigned or 
having been given the opportunity to do 
so. 
Boggs discovered th a t they favored 
com petency in the office. 
In th eir places 
Boggs him self and E. D. K im ball, of A la­ 
meda, were appointed. 
M r. K im ball wa3 
not present at the election of Boggs. 
G en­ 
eral V allejo was appointed in place of 
W illiam M cP. H ill, of Sonoma, who de­ 
clined to serve. 
G eneral Vallejo voted for 
Boggs. 
D r. Chapin, of Santa C lara, de­ 
clined to vote, and protested against the 
election of Boggs, already elected P resi­ 
dent, ana who voted for himself, and thu3 
secured four ballots out of a m em bership of 
nine, and declared himself elected. 
Such 
is the brief history of the m atter. 
I t is to 
be added th a t Boggs, who had boasted in 
th e halls of th e C apitol th a t he was m aking 
up th e Board, 
and who did in fact, 
as 
the 
reader 
has 
seen, m ake it 
up 
finally, leaving the Governor th e do u b t­ 
ful honor of approving the arrangem ent, 
engaged himself in peddling out th e ap­ 
pointm ents. 
H e urged W . W . Sm ith, of 
Vacaville, a prom inent fruit-grow er, to ac­ 
cept a place on th e Board, intim ating th a t 
he (Boggs) was a candidate for Inspector, 
and finally offering Sm ith the place held 
by K im ball if he would accept, and, pre­ 
sumably', stand in for the m odest Boggs, 
M r. Sm ith declined to be % p arty to the 
proceedings. 
H e, however, did not, it 
appears, need the aid of Mr. Sm ith, having 
sufficient vetes, w ith his own, to secure 
the prize he coveted, 


T hus M r. B iggs obtained place by the 
consent of th e Governor, by the use of 
the m ethods of the trickster and the aid of 
th e political “ m achine.” 
I t was an out­ 
rage which has disgusted men of all parties, 
as is evidenced by press and personal ex­ 
pression. 
By the side of the letter of our 
Sonoma correspondent is one from another 
D em ocrat, one of th e m ost prom inent and 
intelligent in Y uba couaty, and w ithal one 
of broad horticultural knowledge, 
who 
unites in the protest we make, and in 
w arm er term s even than those employed by 
the gentlem an who seeks to defend the 
G overnor and excuse Boggs. 
A distinguished and cultured citizeD, 
who occupies a high position of tru st under 
the State Governm ent, and whose efforts 
have been extended in aid of horticultural 
interests, w rites : “ I have followed w ith 
dism ay ripening into disgust the course of 
affairs in the m atter of the H orticultural 
Board, especially the appointm ent of Mr. 
Boggs, whose greatest recom m endation is 
his expressed willingness to be instructed. 
I t makes one alm ost wish for a good 
heavy • handed 
ty ran t in place of our 
boasted popular governm ent—a t this tim e 
in reality a governm ent for the benefit of 
parties and p arty favorites— were it not 
th a t a revulsion is sure to follow, especially 
when Buch serious interests are at stak e.” 
A legislator and experim ental horticultor- 
ist, who voted for th e bill, w rites : “ Had 
we supposed we were only creating an 
office for some politician, Satan m ight 
have had th e bill for all I should have 
cared. 
I consider the appointm ent a first- 
class sw indle on the horticulturists of this 
State, who were looking forw ard to an ag­ 
gressive w ar on th e insect pests of our 
orchards.” 


W e m ight quote fu rth er and a t great 
length from personal and press expression, 
and oftener from D em ocratic than R epubli­ 
can authorities, b ut refrain. 
W e have 
had no anim osity in the m atter ; b ut in be­ 
half of one of th e chief industries of the 
S tate we have entered our protest against 
the election of th e m an Boggs because of 
his glaring incom petency, th e violation of 
law com m itted in chosiDg him, and the 
disgraceful m ethods he em ployed to com­ 
pass his unw orthy ends, and for th e same 
reasons we now urge his removal.

NEW 
PLAN. 


One of the Chicago clergy proposes a 
remedy for political evils. 
It is, to have 
every good man interested personally and 
with zealous energy in the work of politi­ 
cal reform ; to have all good men lay aside 
party feeling and become a unit in the de­ 
mand for their rights, etc. ThiB is a clever 
plan, but unfortunately for the clerical 
statesman in his designation of good men 
and their power, he leaves out of consider­ 
ation the bad men and the method of sep­ 
arating them oat from the white sheep. 
Again, in having all good men unite to de­ 
mand their political rights, he forgets that 
he invites them simply to abaudon an old 
party for a new one. 
Toen, how will this 
wise clergyman go ¿bout it to personally 
interest good men in political reform ? 
His prescription lacks essential ingredients. 
He must point out the methods by which 
he will bring men np to the full appreciation 
cf the value of his medicine before they 
will venture to try it. 
It is the least diffi­ 
cult of efforts to prescribe. 
Political re­ 
form can never be brought about except 
within party lines. 
W hatever the organ­ 
ization and whatever its purpose, it will 
become a party so soon as it takes on form 
and has definite aims. 
I t is not needed 
that a new party bs formed to accomplish 
the desired results. 
Either party now in 
existence, if professions and announce­ 
ments of principles amount to anything, 
should be able to purify the political at­ 
mosphere and all governmental circles. 
When the need for a new party is upon us, 
it will appear, aud nothing csn prevent it3 
birth. 
Parties are not eoDjured into exist­ 
ence according to set plans, much less such 
vague ones as th at suggested b>’ the Chi­ 
cago clergyman.

. The San Francisco Bulletin profesaos to be unable 
to understand why California should be held up as 
a frightful example cf a Slate that drives out capi­ 
tal, and says the reason for it is “ unexplained.” 
On the contrary, it has been often cxplaiued. It is 
not, as the Bulletin asserts, that capitalists object 
to paying taxes, but , that they object to being 
doubly taxed. They wish to be taxed according to 
the samo principle that applies to other citizens, and 
fail to see why they should be singled out for special 
systems o! taxation that amount to punishments for 
success and thrift. As to whether it i3 true or not 
that we have driven capital from us, let the assess­ 
ors’ records answer, and the response of bankers 
and exchange brokers be given, who can say whether 
in the early spring capital conceals itself in flight, 
j>i6t before the voice of the listing officer is heard. 
Uad not the Supreme Court drawn the most of the 
fangs of the new Constitution, the case would have 
been worse than it is. Capitalists should pay their 
full share of taxation, escape not a single cent of it, 
but they should not be doubly taxed, nor driven 
by “ cinching” taxation to localities more inviting. 
Capital is an arrant coward ; and, philosophize as we 
may, the fact remains that it has exceeding broad 
wings, and will fly. 


There are indications that the new tide of immi­ 
gration now setting toward the Pacific shore will 
leave the large majority of the immigrants in Cali­ 
fornia. The steps now being taken to induce immi­ 
gration to and settlement in California of desirable 
classes give grounds for the belief that within five 
years our population will be more largely increased 
than it has in tho last fifteen years. 


The red coats of the British army are to be aban­ 
doned, and instead of them gray uniforms will be 
worn. The wonder is that Great Britain has so 
long clung to the red, which is £0 distinguishable in 
battle and makes the soldier an excellent target for 
the enemy’s fire.

House of Commons. 
L ondon, April 11th.—Tbs Elective Coun­ 
cil of Ireland bill, embodying H ealj’s scheme 
for the local seif-government of Ireland, wa3 
rejected by the Commons this afternoon by a 
vote of 58 in favor of the bill to 231 against. 
Trevelyan, Chief Secretary for Ireland, 
having shown a spirit of opposition to the 
bill, Parnell, who was present ouly for a 
brief time, accused him of showing a readi­ 
ness to speak to order and turn his back upon 
h¡3 former principles. 
He (Trevelyan) and 
many of his colleagues had supported a simi­ 
lar bill brought in by Dr. Isaac Bull when 
the Tours were iu power. 
He sincerely 
hoped thic question, which had already pro­ 
voked such extended controversy, would now 
be left to a reformed Parliament and to a 
very different Ministty. 
I be Explosive Scare. 
L ondon, April 11th.—A sample of the 
nitro glycerine reizsd iu Loudon last week at 
the tirue of tho arrest of Norman, Gallagher, 
Dalton and Wilson was exploded to-day at 
Woolwich in order to test its quality. 
The 
explosion was terrific. The ground, for a 
distance of several yards from where the ex­ 
plosion occurred, was tora up. 
A parcel, containing seven pounds of gun­ 
powder, was found j e3terday near the office 
of the Secretary of State for the Home De­ 
partment.

An investigation at Woolwich of the con­ 
tents of two cases found Monday last in a 
barge on the Thames shows that they are cot 
explosives, 3S believed, but only fireworks. 
London, April llfchl—The police claim to 
have enough testimony to convict the dyna­ 
mite plotters without Norman. 
The D ublin M urder Trials. 
D u blin, April 11th.— The first witnera 
called in the Phoenix Park trials to-day was 
Farrell, the informer, who testified at a pre­ 
liminary examination t f prisoners in Kilmain- 
ham Court-house. 
He r.1 posted the testi­ 
mony given at that time. J ames Carey was 
the next witness. 
H L evidence wa3 the same 
as before given. 
Upon the conclusion of Carey’s direct ex­ 
amination the Court adjourned for the day. 
Possession Taken by the French. 
P a b is, April lltb .—It is announced sem i­ 
officially that on account of the hostile atti­ 
tude of the Mandarin forcas, the French 
troops were compelled to take possession of 
the citadel at Namoudcus in the name of 
France.

The French representative, on account of 
insults of the people permitted by the offi­ 
cials, has quitted the capital of Annam. 
Gorgeous Itusslan Ceremony. 
St. 
P etersburg, April 11th. —• Crowds 
thronged the streets to-day to witness the 
gorgeous ceremony of transferring the ^rega­ 
lia of the Imperial family from the W inter 
Palace to tin Kremlin at Moscow. 
A sepa­ 
rate carriage was allotted each emblem. The 
procession consisted of officials iu full ^uni­ 
form, in state coaches, acd the military 
paraded. 
The Triple Alliance. 
R ome, April 11th.—In tho St note to-day 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs said the sole 
objeot of Italy, Aus.ria and Germany was 
the preservation of peace. 
He emphatically 
denied that any of these countries was ani­ 
mated by any Bpirit of hostility towards 
Prance. 
A T h o u sa n d B u ild in g s B u rn e d . 
R angoon, April 11th.—A disastrous fire 
occurred to-day at Mandalay, Burmah. 
One 
thousand buildings were destroyed, including 
the residences ot several Cabinet Ministers. 
Two prisoners were burned to death in their 
cells. 
R evolutionists in Charge. 
N ew Y ork, April 11th.—The brig Setitia, 
which arrived from Maragoane to-day, reports 
that on March 27th, at 3 A. M., the revolution 
party, headed by Bczelab and General Bar­ 
low, with a lot oí men well equipped with 
Winchester twelve-shooters, took the town 
without opposition. On landing the General 
assured the people they had nothing to fear. 
To all who joined him he gave Remington 
rifles. 
Most of the ab'.e-bodied men joined 
him. He began immediately to fortify the 
town in each a way as to show the people he 
meant to hold it against any attack. Roads 
leading to the town were barricaded with bar­ 
reta two or three tiers high and filled with 
sand. Most of thewomenand children and sick 
and lame who were afraid of the burning of the 
towr, were put on board four vessels lying in 
port. Up to the morning of the 29ih no at­ 
tack had been made by the Government 
forces. No one was allowed to leave the 
town on any pretext. 
H ig h W ater la Canada. 
BltANTFOED(Ont.), April lltb .—The Grand 
river has risen eight feet in the last 48 honrs. 
The Borth and south 6ides of the city are 
fl ooded, and the residents are moving out in 
boats or keeping in the second stories. 
Goodebich (Can.), April 11th.—The flood 
end an ice jam in M sitlacd river carried 
away H art’s mill and dam. The hands saved 
themselves by juco prig trom windows. 
The 
banks of the stream are undermined, and 
several land slides have occurred.

Beecher’s 
wife informed your reporter that her husband 
had gone to Pennsylvania on a lecturing tour, 
and she did not know whether he would ac 
cept the invitation of the Conference or not. 
It would certainly be a surprise to him. 
Fighting Governor B ullrr. 
B oston, April 11th.—The Democrats acd 
Republicans in the State Legislature join in 
fighting Governor Butler. 
While he was out 
of the State his Socretary sent in a veto mes­ 
sage. The question of the constitutionality 
of such an act was referred to a committee, 
who reported yesterday. 
The msj iritv favor 
impeachment and trial to decide how the 
Govajror exercises his < ffieial functions. The 
minority favor asking the opinion of the Su­ 
preme Court. Toe Finance Committer, com­ 
posed of Democrats aud Republicans, unan­ 
imously reported in favor of passing the 
Almshouse bill ovor the Governor’s veto. 
Peter Cooper's W ill. 
N ew Y obk, April 11th.—The will of the 
late Peter Cooper was filed for probate hire 
to-day. 
He bequeaths §350 annually to 
Maria Cooper, wife of his brother Edward. 
He directs that the income of §10,000 be paid 
to Emma Harper, wife of Jo in Harper, aud 
at her death the principal to be divided 
among her issue. 
His other bequests are as 
follows : The interest on §10,C00 to his niece, 
Martha Tiem an; the interest on §5,000 to 
Metzies B. B;d9ll end wife. After other 
small bequests, he divides the residue of his 
estate between his two children, Edward 
Cooper and Sarah Amelia Hewitt, in equal 
sharer. 
He appointed as his executors Ed­ 
ward Cocper and Abram S. Hewitt, his son- 
in-law. The instrument is dated the 221 of 
May, 1871. 
In a codicil to tho will he be­ 
queaths to “ Cooper Union, for the advance­ 
ment cf ecieuce and art,” §100,0C0. 
The es­ 
tate of Cooper amounts to about §2,000,000, 
About §200,000 of this amount will be re­ 
quired to meet the special bequests which 
Cooper made, and which were cot provided 
for by will. 
The Tew ksbury Almshouse. 
B oston, April 11th.—In the Tewksbury 
Almahcuso investigation to-day Frank Bar­ 
ker, formerly in charge of the insane build­ 
ing, eaid the beds were in a filthy condition in 
the male wards. He had charge of bathing 
of male patients. 
In a taok ten by fifteen 
feet, and one foot deep, as many as S4 bathed 
in the samo water, which was rarely changed. 
The patients would object to going in and he 
put them in by force. 
The Governor at­ 
tempted to have the testimony of what an in­ 
sane female inmate had told the witness in­ 
troduced, but after a warm discussion it wts 
suppressed. 
Mark Heathcote, policeman, who took a 
founding to the Almshouse, saw a nurse fill­ 
ing its month with soap. 
Dr. Dean, graduate of Harvard College 
School, testified that wheo he was a student 
perhaps 50 bodies were used during the win­ 
ter term. 
W oman Convicted of M urder. 
L aw rence (Ka ). April 11th.—Margaret, 
or “ Sis,” Vinegar was to-day convicted of 
m urder in the first degree for complicity in 
the killing of David Bowman in June last. 
" Sis ” is a negro prostitute, and had enticed 
Bowman to a lonely spot on the bank of the 
river, where he was set upoD by two colored 
accomplices, Isaac King and George Robert­ 
son, and beaten and cut in the head with 
clubs and a hatchet until dead. 
Then he was 
robbed and his body thrown into the river. 
King and Robertson were confined in jail, 
from which they and Pete Vinegar, father of 
“ Sri,” were taken by an armed mob and 
hung from the bridge ten days after the m ur­ 
der. 
Chinese seeking Redress. 
W a shington, A pril 11th.—W . Loo Chang 
& Co., Chinese merchants of Waynesboro, 
G a„ have petitioned the Chinese M inister 
here, through their attorney, for redress from 
the U nited States Government for wrongs 
done them and grievances committed by a 
mob in th at place. 
They claim th at the lat­ 
ter clause of the tw enty-fourth article of the 
treaty between the U nited States and China 
of 1844 is applicable to their case, and that 
they are entitled to damages. 
In additie.n to 
being treated with violence and driven out of 
town, ill their property was destroyed. 
A ¿ o ; Blown to Atoms. 
M uncie (Ind.), April 11th.—To-day Charles 
Rhoades, aged 18, and Beach Tineley, aged

The Governor's Action and Inspector Boggs 
Defended. 
E ds. R ecobd-U nion : In your journal 
yon have seen fit to assail Governor Stone­ 
man and the State Board of Horticulture, 
and, as I think, without sufficient cause. I 
make bold to address you this letter, with the 
hope that the fairness you have always 
claimed to exercise will secure it a place in 
your columns. 
It may be that I occupy an 
unpopular position in defending party ; but 
permit mo to say that, as I read tha history 
of our country, party has molded tha highest 
types of chsiacter which the Union has given 
birth to, and by parly division the grand 
principles of seli-gi vernment have grown and 
prospered. I am, I confess, a party m an; 
but in saying this I do. not yield to you cr 
any other one jot or tittle in the matter of 
adherence to a republican form of govern­ 
ment or attachment to the principles of pure 
democracy. I am a Democrat, not because my 
father was, but from settled convicts n that it 
is the party more nearly cf tbe whole people, 
aad the Republican party that of a section. 
The one is a party of bioad and liberal senti­ 
ments and representing a government by tho 
people, and the other cf antagonisms and 
prejudices, and tending to centralization and 
ruling clare. 
I voted for Governor Stoneman because his 
Democracy was unimpeachable, and poseeEs- 
ing that quality he was el-ctel. Now be­ 
cause he ft as seen proper to appoint members 
of his own party upon the Stats Board of 
Horticulture y o u have taken occasion to at­ 
tack him. Tnis, it seems to me, is the sole 
cause for the position your p3per has take:, 
against him. 
I protest against this, and, if I 
may be pardoned the thought, it is to ad­ 
vance your own party interests that you thus 
sharply criticise the action of the Kxecutive 
and the Inspector of f ru it Pests which has 
been elected by tne new Horticultural Board. 
T h s I do Dot think comports with the dig­ 
nified fairness which tbe R ecord-Union has 
assumed to hold when the Republicans were 
in power, but savors of hypercriticism. 
Can 
you show that Mr. Corone!, Genera! Vallei", 
Mr. Wilson or Mr. Boggs fall in any respect 
below the standard of good citizenship set by 
Governor Perkins in the appointment of the 
members of tbe old Board? Are not the 
form r the peers of the latter? I hardly 
think you will reply in the negative ; and you 
will admit, therefore, that these men were as 
well chosen as those selected by Governor 
Perkins. Admitting this, you have no reason 
for assailing the members of the present 
Board n r impugning their motives la select­ 
ing Mr. Koggs for Inspector. 
P ut you claim that it was wrong for Gov­ 
ern- r Stoneman to recommend Mr. Boggs to 
the Board for that position. 
I do not know 
that he did so, but if ha did, what wrong is 
there in that 2 Dees tho Governor lose the 
right to indorse a man’s character because he 
has beea elected Governor? It seems to me 
the higher the position the better the indorse­ 
ment. If Governor Stoneman believed him 
competent hadn’t he a tight to say to ? I am 
told the Governor repeatedly declared wheD 
the bill was before the Legislature that he 
wanted the very beet thine done for horti­ 
cultural interests, and did not care for 
politics 
in 
the 
m atter; 
and 
I 
be­ 
lieve 
that 
was 
the 
sentiment 
that 
governed his appointments upon the Board. 
You, yourself, published tbe fact that he so 
told Commissioners Chapin and Gillet, Why, 
then, do ycu now impugn the motive cf the 
Governor ? I think, sirs, that ycu have been 
actuated in tilia .matter by partisan motives 
ycurBelves, and that you wish a Republican 
Inspector retail ed or appointed. 
You fail to 
see, if I may be allowed to say so, that thi3 
fact appears patent to others, and that your 
position is that cf sorehead. Ycu claim that 
Air. Boggs ia incompetent. I do not know 
him personally, but I assume that the Board 
that elected him knew him and what tley 
were doing. I do know that Mr. Boggs is \ 
pioneer citizen; is familiar with the whole 
S tate; is undoubtedly intelligent, a d with 
the law before him can c-nforcs it as well as o 
Republican. 
All this talk about entomology 
and a knowledge of micros copy is mere bosh. 
The law mentions neither tbe one cor the 
other a3 neceFsaiy qualifications for an In­ 
spector. I do know that the names of some 
as much interested as any in the State upon 
the subject of horticulture were upon his 
recommendation fcr the place. 
Aud now, sirs, to conclude this matter 
which you have so magnified, let me say that 
when the people chnee a Democratic admin­ 
istration they expected to have Democratic 
officers throughout to represent them, and 
Mr. Boggs had a warrant for aspiring to the 
place and working for it. I venture to say 
that if the same Board had elected a Repub­ 
lican Inspector, whoever he might be, its 
action would have met with your most cor­ 
dial approval. 
I respect your outspoken 
manner end indepeDdencs, but I protest 
against your afsnmption of improper motives 
upon the part of the preRint administration.

A Democrat Who Thinks Differently. 
E ds. R ecord-Usion : It was to be hoped 
that we might look forward to much benefit 
tobe derived from Senate Bill No. 3, just 
passed by the Legislature, but from present 
appearanc’s it would seem as if it, too, is 
only to serve as bait for political fi-:h. *Tho 
late meeting of the now Horticultural Com­ 
missioners was characterized by scenes and 
language unbecoming of themselves, 
but 
doubly so when' we take into consideration 
the fact that the Commissioners are occupy­ 
ing plates of honor under the State. They 
are fulfilling a trust. The State has empow­ 
ered its ciiivf executive ifficer to appoint men 
from the several districts, who “ shall be 
specially qualified hy practical experience and 
study in connection with the industries de­ 
pendent upon horticulture,” This injunction 
signifies not only what is literally stated, hut 
other implied qualifications are apparent, and 
which cannot ba overlooked. 
To be “ speci­ 
ally qualified ” for r. Horticultural Commis - 
sioner, one should bs vitally interested in 
horticulture, both financially or.d from a 
liking to the occupation. 
Intelligence and 
knowledge is not alone sufficient. 
I’rogress- 
iveue-’s, aud a determination to further the 
best interests of the horticulture of Califor­ 
nia, are indispensable qualifications of a good 
Commissioner. 
Intelligence, special knowl­ 
edge, practicability, energy, and a whole- 
souled interest in horticulture, can only fit a 
man for assuming such a trust. 
The Commi-sioners have been nppointed, 
and have already held their first official meet­ 
ing, but with what results? At least four of 
the Commissioners have already shown that 
they lack the first requirement—ability to 
uphold their opinion against the demands cf 
party obligations. There is no other conclu­ 
sion than this to be derived from the action 
of the Commissioners lately assembled at 
Sacramento. 
For there can be no doubt that 
the four gentlemen in question were at least 
intelligent enough to see that the man they 
voted for as chief horticultural cfficer had 
not the first qualifications fcr the office. 
He 
openly admitted that he knew nothing of 
economic eutomoloey, microscopy or practi­ 
cal horticulture. 
He having, 
since 1845, 
“ owned at various times several farms at 
various places,” and on each of them having 
“ set cut moie or less fiuit-trees and grape­ 
vines, and learned to bud trees when a boy,” 
no more qualifies the man for the plaoe thsn 
it would qualify him for inspector of hospi­ 
tals or harbor defenses. Such statements as 
these only show more claarly the real status 
of the man. Anyone who is verdant enough 
to believe that the horticulturists of Califor­ 
nia are going to trust tha execution oi the 
provisions of the bill epoiton cf in the hands 
of a novice, no matter if he is “ willing to 
learn” and hss the self-sufficiency to a-Bert 
that “ no more competent man had been 
proposed,” have a wrong opinion of jhe 
matter. 
The very thallowness of ths men would 
appear ludicrous were it not that he is apt, 
by i his very shallowness, to do horticulture 
and the State serious and irreparable i: jmy 
Tne next two years will almost certainly de­ 
cide whether or not the fruit pests of our 
State are to ha overcome, and whether Cali­ 
fornia fruit is to retain its unrivaled reputa 
tion in the markets of the world. 
We can­ 
not sffjrd to wait for Mr. Bcggs to “ study 
up [the subject,” during which time we will, 
in all probability, see the codling moth, scale 
and other injurious insects become entire 
masters of the situation. 
The very fact of the immediate outbreak 
of dissatisfaction is enough of itself to con­ 
demn the choice of tHte Horticultural Com­ 
missioners. Those most vitally interested 
are not to be hoodwinked by the statements 
that no one is especially qualified for the po­ 
sition. 
Nothing is farther from the truth 
But if it were tbe case, surely common sense 
and propriety should make it apparent to 
every one that tbe place should be filled by 
one whose sole motive and qualification are 
not the pecuniary inducement and political 
creed. 
There are men who have made the subject 
one for special study, and who are at least 
aware of tbe fact that tbe office of Fruit Pest 
Inspector is not to be a sinecure. In fact the 
salary cannot be considered as any induce­ 
ment for the right man. I: will barely pay 
his expense?, and if he gets no other remuner­ 
ation than financial from the work ; if he has 
no other interest or intention in pursuing it 
thsn to draw his eelary, then surely tbe fruit 
interests will continue to suffer. 
The mod- 
e3ty of the newly-elected Inspector in asking 
for pay for three months in advance is only 
comparable to the chilJlike aud bland m in­ 
cer in which he 
assumed that, because 
he was elected Chairman, 
he was 
also 
Inspector of Insect Pests, or ti the consist­ 
ency and 
familiarity with parliamentary 
rules shown when he complacently decidid 
from the chair that he was entitled to take the 


position of Inspector by virtue of the four 
votes cast. 
A weaker term Ilian brazen 
effiontery would hardiy characterize tie 
spirit m which such a decision was rendered, 
particularly when he cast from tha chair a 
vote for himself. 
It would seem as if a eenre 
of propriety, not to say cf common decency, 
wouid prevent ony gentleman from making 
euch an exhibition of hi? avarice. 
The fact that two of the Commissioners, 
who had served on the former Ba&rd, imme­ 
diately cffere t their resignation to the Gov­ 
ernor, is scffi ient to shew how little confi­ 
dence they had in the new cfficer. Jt is well 
fcr the fiuitgroivers as a c’ass, anu to their 
own interests, that they hike been induced to 
reconsider their resignation'. Their motive 
was praizeworthy, tu t evidently not in tne 
beet interests of their felLw-fruitgrowers. 
The election of tbe Board was not mane by a 
majority of the whole number, aud it is to 
be exp cte-i that when the whole Board does 
convene they will endeavor to rectify this 
firet mistake. 
Tbe Chief Executive Horticultural Officer, 
or Iuspictc-r of .F ruit Ptstf, as he is termed 
iu the new law, should be a mau of undoubted 
integrity ; capable of intelligent perseverance 
in enforcing the quarantine rule? ; with the 
business capacity nectisiry to a successful 
comprehension and furtherance of his work ; 
and the ability to enlist the confidence and 
co-operation of the entire body of fruit­ 
growers. 
He should he specially qualified 
by bring a rood economic entomologist, prac­ 
tical micrcscopht, and an observant and suc­ 
cessful horticulturi-t. Add to all this the 
inclination and ability to keep abreast of thf 
needs of his profession, and we wonld have a 
man who need not he so entirely dependent 
on others for his information aud usefulness 
3s the preient incumbent has Ehnwn himself 
to be.
